Totel wage and salary earners in civil employment, Government and private, 
(excluding rural and household domestic) reached a peak in November 1941 (1,952,300) 
following which there was a heavy decline in male employment es men were called up 
for the armed Forces. Male employment reached a low level in mid-1943, and re- 
mained fairly steady for the next year and a half. Since the beginning of 1945 
there has been a slow expansion.

Over the war period from July 1939 to its peak in August 1943, 
Government employment (see note (s) to Table above) rose from 405,000 to 
546,900, an increase of 141,900 persons. Of this increase, 62,700 were males, 
79,200 were females. Of the male increase, 45,200 were in Government Factories, 
26,600 were employed by Governmental bodies on Allied Works Council projects and 
37,000 were the increase in Defence Departments and special War-time Departments incl. 
U.S.A. Authorities.Thce decrease over this period in number of males employed by 

departments and Local Authorities was 46,100. The increase of 79,200 in 

females up to this peak period of August, 1945, was distributed as follows: - 





Government Factories, 25,700; War Departments and U.S.A. Authorities, 
; 30,000; Other Commonwealth, State and Local Authoritics, 23,500. 


From its peak of 546,900 in “ugust 1943, the number of persons in 
Government employment fell to 519,900 by July 1945 or by 27,000. This decrease 
comprised 13,600 males and 13,400 fomales. 


From August 1943 to July 1945, there has been an increase of 39,800 
in the number ore, and salary earners in private employment (excluding rural 








and private domestic). 


The decrease since august 1943 of 27,000 persons in Government employ- 
ment and the increase of 39,800 persons in privete wage and salary earning 
. employment (other than rural and private domestic) result in s net increase 
from August 1943 to July 1945 of 12,800 in total wage earners in all civil 
employment (other than rural and private domestic). 


The respective totals of wage earners (other than rural and private 
domestic) were 1,904,500 in August, 1943 and 1,917,300 in July, 1945. These 
figures relate only to wage earners and exclude rural industry and females in 
private domestic service and do not reflect the full effect of the policy of 
restoring Service personnel to industry which was a lied as from about august 
1943. From August 1943 to July 1945, the decrease in net enlistments in the 
forces (excess of discharges over new enlistments) was approximately 81,700 
males and 3,000 females. 





Nearly all discharged men return to industry. According to tabu- 
lations of Demob. 1(a) forms received by the Sormonwealth Statistician, after 
allowing for "late placements", 92% of discharged men resume civil work, «about 
125% go to their own business or farm and nearly 80% enter employment as wage 
or salary carners. The remaining 8 enter full-time training schemes, remain 
as repatriation cases or retire from work on account of disability or age.

During the three months May, June and July, the number of /male wage 
sarners increased by only about 4,500, notwithstanding thet approximately 16,000 
discharged members of the forces entered employment as wage earners in that 
period. 


As it is evident that there has been no increase in unemployment, it 
would appear that two other factors are operating to offset the number of 
discharged men actually commencing work as wage earners: 


(a) Some men who remained at work beyond their normal retiring age 
are now retiring from work. 


(b) .Sonsiderable numbers of self-employers and small employers who 
were engaged as wage earners during the war are now returning 


to their former occupations. 


Data as to the change since June 1943 in numbers of females in private 
domestic employment and in numbers of employers and persons working on their 
own account will be known in three or four months time when the results of the 


‘ Occupetion Survey of June 1945 become available. This Survey may also reveal 
that total male wage and salary earners in private employment, and in total 


employment, shown above for 1944 and 19495, exclude some privete employment on 
smaller buildings (houses, étc., including repairs).

In August 1943 (by which date the munitions programme had passed its peak) 
employment in Governmental and quasi-Govermmental munitions aircraft and shipbuildin 
factorics was 88,400 males and 38,200 females. By July, 1945, these numbers had 
fallen to 60,300 wales and 16,400 females - decreases of 28,100 males and 21,800 
Pemalos. Thsre.was also a decrease of 25,700 males employed on defence building 
and construction, due to completion of some defence projects. (Later returns from 

/the 
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the Allied Works Council indicate a further decrease of 3,831 from 3ist July to 

15th September, 1945). The principal industries showing increases in estimated 
employment of male wage earners (other than rural) were 17,800 in factories and works 
(other than Governmental munitions, aircraft, etc.)3 5,000 in shipping and steve- 
dorings 5,900 in rail and air transport; 5,200 in other transport and communication; 
9,900 in retail trade; 6,400 in other commerce (including wholesale trade); and 
23,300 in all other ciao loimenie (excluding “rural). 


The total number of female wage earners employed (other than in rural 
industry or private domestic service) showed a decrease from 634,900 in August 1943 
to 632,400 in July, 1945. Thé numbers of women wage earners in individual industries 
listed above, apart from governmental munitions, aircraft, etc. factories, did not 
change appreciably but there was an increase of 15,400 (from 162,600 to 178,000) ina 
miscellaneous group of servicing and professional occupations (exclusive of private 
ao service, data for which will be derived from the Occupation Survey of June, 
1945). 


The movement of employment in the industrial groups from June to July, 1945, 
is summarised as follows:- 


In respect of males, the main decreases were:- Governmental munitions, etc. 
factories, -1,600; Governmental n.e.i., -200; and Allied Works Council projects, 


-3,300. Increases were:- Other Factories, +7003; “Other Industries" (including 
Kn-Defonnc . Building and Construction), +2,6003 Shipping and Stevedoring, +9003 
Other Transport and Communication, +500; Retail Trade, +200 


In respect of females, there were decreases in Governmental n.c.i. -6003 
"Other Industries" -6003; Munitions etc. -1,100 and Retail Trade -200, while female 
employment in Wholesale Trade increased +300.

REHABILITATION STATISTICS (DISCHARGES FROM THE FORCES) . 


The following statistics have been derived from tabulations of Demobili- 
sation Forms 1(a) made at the request of the Jirector-General of Manpower. The 
forms show personal particulars of men and women discharged from the Forces into 
civil life, The month of discharge, for the purpose of these tabulations, is the 
month during which the discharged person was able to resume civil life, irrespective 
of the fact that he or she may still be on service pay for a period of accrued leave. 


The first table shows that during August, 1945, there was a sharp rise in 
the number of men discharged due to the operation of the long service and other 
special discharges programme. Hostilities ceased in mid-August and general 
demobilisation commenced in October,

tention, etc. are combined under one heading as "not requiring work". 


The table shows that of 26,680 men discharged in the three months June 1945 
to August 1945 (period between end of European war and end of Pacific war), 20,604 
undertook paid employment immediately. Men not placed within two weeks of the end 
of the month of discharge numbered 6,076. They consisted mainly of men with 
Repatriation cases pending and men desiring extended recreation before resuming work.

Apart from seasonal fluctuations (the weekly averages for December and June 
quarters are high relatively to the September and March quarters), the underlying 
trond of total wages paid has been upward until the December quarter 1943-44, and, 
from the March quarter 1943-44 to the December quarter 1944-45, downward. The March 
quarter 1944-45 declined relatively to the December quarter rather less than in the

PART NV: 
PAY-ROLL TAX RETURNS. 


A summary statement of employment recorded on Pay-Roll Tax returns for 
Australie is given without any adjustment in the next table. The returns do not 
cover employees of the Commonwealth Government; employers who pay not more than &20 
per week in wages do not make returns and religious and public benevolent institutions 
and hospitels are also exempt. The proportion of all employees who are included 
varies from State to State, but for Australia as a whole, the proportion of employees 
(other than those of the Commonwealth, those engaged in rural industries end femele 
domestics in private households) in the Pay-Roll Tax returns is 90 per cent. of the 
estimated total of males in employment and about 75 per cent. of the femules. 


Employers'Pay Roll Tex returns were classified for "industry" according to 
the industries in which the firms were predominantly engaged. Since the last issue 
of this Bulletin the Pay Roll Tax returns have been re-classified for industry on the 
basis of the new standard industry code in use by the Commonwealth Bureau of Census 
ond Statistics. Two "back months" are therefore given alongside July employment 
figures in the following table. The table may be taken as indicating trends from 
month to month, but not as a guide to the absolute numbers employed in the respective 
industrics.
